Such an irom serves a double purpose, 
fir not only can it used to freshen 
crumpled garments, etc., but it is provided 
with a is gs aperture. for heating curling 
tongs and hair wavers. 

A further electrical device, which makes 
the traveller independent altogether of elec- 
tric current, is a last-a-year portable electric 
lamp. This lamp is equipped with its own 
battery, which the manufacturers guarantee 
to last a year with intermittent use without 
a :efill being necessary.

A portable ig er of met 
which can be clamped to any door, is fitted 

with an arm capable of accommodating 
several frocks, etc., and can be taken t» 
pieces and folded up for travelling. 

And last on the list comes a patent door 
fastener, which can be fitted in a moment to 
any door and cannot be dislodged from the 
outside. This adds certain security in 
strange surroundings to the well-being of the 
traveller, and, as this clever device is small, 
ccmpact and inexpensive, there is no reason 
for going without it.

You do 
really mind greatly, but you have to giggle 
back, and pretend it is all very jolly, and 
inake yourself generally useful, jumping up

Stone Beach Hockey.

Stone-beach hockey meets the case well. The 
oals are set up, impromptu fashion, with 

rrowed walking sticks lashed together and 
stuck in the shingle. The boundaries can be 
roughly indicated with towels, bathing dresses, 
shoes, etc., set about at intervals. The play- 
ing ground should be on the small side,. for 
a stone-beach hockey ball will not travel ‘fast.

A boundary of any size preferred is drawn 
on the sand, and at the back lines holes are 
dug, representing half the team—that is, if 
there are six playing on each side there must 
be three back-line holes; if eight a side, then 
four holes, and so on.

How to Make Examinations Popular. 


ONCE knew a boy who really liked ex- 
| aminations. He was a queer, unnatyral¢ 

sort of lad, who had an absolute passion 
for answering the most intricate questions, 
and the strangest thing about him was the 
fact that he rarely, if ever, answered them 
correctly. Genera) y he secured about 
fifteen or twenty per cent. inthis term exams., 
and seemed to be perfectly happy about it. 
With him it was a case of examinations for 
examinations’ sake, and although he finished 
as the driver of a bread van somewhere in 
County Longford, I understand that he still 
euters with exemplary regularity for every 
test of knowledge for. which he is eligible. 

Apart from a lusys natufae of this sort, 
however, it is a remarkable fact that every 
healthy young person of either sex loathes 
examinations. The very thought of those 
aggressively blank sheets of paper, those pain- 
fully mew pen nibs, the nice pieces of pmk 
blotting paper, and the benevolent-look- 
ing gentleman who informed you that 
any candidate who attempted to communicate 
with his neighbour would lose his examina- 
tion, still sends a cold shiver down my spine. 
Who ever will forget the toilsome hours spent 
in those silent halls, scribbling away with one 
eye on the clock in.a desperate endeavour 
to get at least one question right or, perhaps, 
chewing the end of one’s pen in contemplative 
speculation about ones prospects in the 
Colonies? It does not matter whether one 
gets ten or eighty-nine per cent. when the 
results come out. The boy or girl who likes 
examinations ought to see a doctor. — For 
the man or woman who likes theme there is 
no hope. 

But now we come to a curious phenomenon. 
Call an examination a competition, and the 
whole business assumes a totally different 
aspect. Dread turns into joyful anticipation. 
The sinking feeling of the examination morn- 
ing vanishes as if by magic, and the periodi- 
cals which run weekly or monthly competi- 
tions have to lay in new plant for their in- 
creased sales. Of recent years competitions 
have become almost a disease with the paper- 
buying public. Whether you are required to 
supply the last line to a verse about 
a young lady from Phillipopolis, guess 
the number of runs which Hobbs will

ef Applied Radio-Dynamics, with half a dozen 
new elements to my credit.

IRELAND. 
The Senate yesterday passed the Public 
Safety Bill (No. 2) through all its stages. 
The Land Bill has been passed by the 


Senate. 
The Senate and the Dail will meet again 

next Wednesday, and the Parliament, will 

be dissolved on the following day. 

We print to-day a summary of the Irish 
references in the report of the Public 
Accounts Committee, which was issued as 
a White Paper yesterday.

The Senate. 


The new Land Bill has passed through 
both Houses of the Free State Parliament, 
and the contrast between its fortunes in 
both is very curious. Inshe Dail, which 
contains an organised party of farmers, 
the most drastic clauses of the* Bill were 
accepted virtually. without criticism. The 
Senate contains representatives of the 
landlord class, which those clauses affect 
hardly, if at all. Yet during the past 
week the landlords’ representatives in 
the Senate have done for the farmers 
what the farmers refused to do for 
themselves, They have subjected what 
we must continue to call the confiscatory 
clauses of the Bill to the closest and ablest 
scrutiny. Furthermore, they have secured 
amendments from which tenant-owners 
wil] reap substantial benefits long aiter 
the last landlord has cashed his four-and- 
a-half per cent. Bonds. One of these 
amendments, which the Government 
accepted yesterday, furnishes a partial 
protection against the arbitrary decisions 
of the Land Commission. The Minister 
for Agriculture defended the Bull with 
tact, resource and good humour, but he 
failed to shake the accumulated proof that 
it is, in effect, a very disturbing piece of 
legislation, with large potentialities of 
ymischief. Yesterday Sir John Keane moved 
the rejection of the Bill. He knew, of 
course, that the Senate would not—and, 
indeed, could not—reject it. Nevertheless, 
he has done good service by opening the 
country’s and, perhaps, the Government's 
eyes to the dangers that are implicit in 
this far-reaching measure. Mr. Hogan 
argued that the Land Commission's 
authority to take any land anywhere in 
the Free State was hedged abont with 
safeguards. The validity of those safe- 
guards, however, will depend on many 


the policy of future Governments and the 
popular forces which mould the policies 
of all Governments. The Bill gets rid of 
the private landowner once for all, but 
it substitutes for him a power that de 
prives the word “ownership” of its vital 
connotation—security. In other words, it 
accomplishes an economic revolution. We 
await with deep interest the second 
thoughts of the Farmers’ Party in the 
Dat. 

Hitherto the Senate has worked under 
the gravest disabilities. One Bill after 
another has been flung at its head 
by the Datl, and it has passed them 
often under protest and always without 
adequate opportunity for discussion. For 
these conditions public necessity is to 
blame; and Ministers have been courteous 
in their personal dealings with the Senate. 
Yet the result of the flinging process was 
injustice to the body which, as President 
Cosgrave said yesterday, is “the highest 
institution in the country.” The Senate 
contains some of the best intellects in 
Ireland, the ripest familiarity with public 
affairs and the most successful experts in 
the higher walks of commerce and finance. 
It is better qualified than any other 
assembly of Irishmen to take the calm 
and penetrating views that create the 
atmosphere of statesmanship. In spite of 
the pressure of time and circumstance, the 
Senate has been able, during the past 
week, to give proof of its~value to the 
country. The breadth and variety of its 
members interests, not less than their 
dispassionate outlook, were revealed very 
notably in the debates on the Land Bill. 
Senator Jaméson’s speech on the Defence 
Forces Bill was a typical illustration of 
the gifts of sympathetic and constructive 
criticism that the Senate can bring to 
bear upon problems of public expenditure. 
Many benefits will follow upon the full 
restoration of public order and the com- 
pletion of the general process of “ settling 
down”; and not the least of these will 
be the disappearance of the restrictions 
that hitherto have hampered the Senate’s 
functions, It is destined, as we believe, 
to become not only a powerful factor in 
the development of the Free State, but an 
ornament of the Imperial Commonwealth. 


President Harding. 


The sudden death of the President of 
the “United States has come as a dis- 
tressing shock to the whole world. On 
Wednesday President Harding’s doctors 
announced that “the peak of trouble ” 
had been passed, and it “was believed 
generally that the crisis was over. 
On Thursday evening, however, the 
President had a sudden attack of 
cerebral apoplexy and died within a 
few moments: The life of an American 
President makes ruthless demands on 
the human frame. The constant 
rush and bustle of American politics, 
coupled with the worries attendant upon 
international affairs, have proved to be: 
too much for President Harding, as they

were too much for his immediate pre. ) 


his duty. President Harding will not rank 
with Washington, Lincoln and Roosevelt as 
an international statesman; but he will 
have a place of his own among the leaders of 
the United States. His election was a 
reaction ftom the adventures of Presi- 
dent Wilson. The American people were 
disgusted by the politica] trickery of 
Versailles, and Mr. Wilson was held re- 
sponsible by his constituents. They de- 
cided, therefore, to choose as President a 
man who had no title to intellectual great- 
ness, but was pre-eminently a “ man of 
the people.” Warren Harding satisfied 
their requirements. His honesty of pur- 
pose, his simplicity of manner and his 
unflinching devotion to his task won him a 
popularity which other Presidents, far 
more brilliant, never had enjoyed. The 
civilised world joins with the American 
people in mourning his loss to-day. The 
King’s proclamation of Court mourning 
and President Cosgrave’s telegram to the 
Secretary of State interpret the feelings 
of the inhabitants of these islands, which 
were the cradles of America’s glory. 
Presidents, like kings, are mortal; but 
nations continue and must be led. Yester- 
day morning the oath was taken by Mr. 
Calvin Coolidge, hitherto Vice-President 
under President Harding, and a man of 
whom . Europe knows. hardly anything. 
The. Vice-President of the United States 
has very little political ‘influence and 
virtually no power. He presides over 
the Senate by virtue of his office, and his 
position is analogous to that of the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. Will 
Mr. Coolidge prove to be a second Roose- 
velt? His career has been remarkably suc- 
cessful, He started as a lawyer and built 
up one of the most important international 
practices in the United States. Then he 
became Governor of Massachusetts, where 
he distinguished himself by the way in 
which he “broke” the famous police 
strike in Boston. Since that time he has 
played an active part in the background 
of American politics. All who know him 
declare that he is a man not only of very 
superior education and wide oxperience, 
but also of strong and forceful character, 
and is likely to leave a distinctive mark 
on American affairs. Mr. Coolidge will 
hold office until next March. In the 
meanwhile many urgent problems are 
likely to demand his immediate attention. 
At home the prohibition issue is becoming 
very acute, while abroad the delicate rela- 
tions between Britain and her Continental 
Allies cannot but influence the external 
policy of the United States. President 
Coolidge takes up his high office at a most 
critical stage in the world’s history. The 
Irish people wish him every success in 
the heavy task which lies at his hand, 


The Holy Carpet. 


The world of Islam is agitated strongly 
at present by a disput> between the 
Governments of Egypt and the Hedjaz 
concerning the annual pilgrimage of the 
Holy Carpet to Mecca. Apparently the 
Egyptian Government wants to send some 
doctors with the caravan, and the King 
of the Hedjaz, knowing the sanitary de- 
fects of the Holy City, has refused to 
allow them to enter. The taking of the 
Holy Carpet to Mecca is the great event 
of the Moslem year. The “carpet’’ itself, 
which is made in Cairo of silk and cotton, 
spun, dyed and woven by hand, costs 
almost £500,000, and is embroidered with 
the most precious metals. It is taken 
to Mecca together with the famous 
“ Mahmal ” or litter, which is borne on 
three of the finest camels in existence ; and 
there it is used to cover the Ka’aba, the 
cubical building Which is the chief 
sanctuary of the Mohammedan faith: 
According to Moslem legend, the first 
Fa aba was built by Adam after his ex- 
pulsion from Eden, and, having been de- 
stroyed by the flood, was restored by 
Abraham and Ishmael. The “ Holy Carpet ”’ 
consists of eight pieces, two for every 
side of the Ka’aba. These are held in 
position by a broad girdle of black fabric, 
embroidered richly in gold and silver, 
and known as the “Hisam.”’ The wire 
for the embroidery is drawn from silver 
bars, covered with gold foil and polished 
with burnishers of agate. The complete 
' carpet’ is borne to Mecca in procession 
every year, but this year the action of 
King Hussein has prevented its arrival 
at the Holy City. Apparently, however, 
he succeeded in obtaining a substitute at 
the last moment; ' but, as the real 
“carpet’’ cannot be manufactured in 
much less than twelve months, and the 
secret of its composition is in the posses- 
sion of a family of hereditary weavers in 
Cairo, the substitute falls very far short 
of the genuine article. 


Golf for All. 


Year by year golf is proving to be more 
and more popular with the general public. 
Formerly it was thought to be an “old 
man's game,” but now old and young 
alike play it with the keenest interest. 
One of its great advantages is that the 
really bad player can get as much pleasure 
out of it as the really good. The twenty- 
four handicap man experiences a thrill] of 
joy on doing a hole in the bogey score 
which is unknown to the scratch man 
even if he does the same hole in a stroke 
less. The trouble with golf in Ireland is 
that hitherto it has not been open to the 
man with the short purse. Most clubs 
charge a subscription of three guineas and 
upwards, while the green fee, particu- 
larly for those clubs in and around 
Dublin, is more than many can well 
afford. In England there are certain 
public courses where one can play a round 
for about eighteenpence. Most of these 
courses, since their inception, have been 
extremely well patronised. At the public 
course at Richmond an average number of: 
2,000 rounds a week has been played since 
the course was opened some seven weeks 
ago. All sorts of people play there, and 
recently a brigadier-general found for his 
partner a carpenter and declared after- 
wards that he had never played a more 
enjoyable game. It is time that we had 
one or two of these municipal courses in 
Dublin. Such a venture would be very 
popular, and we are quite sure that it 
would pay its way.

MR. CALVIN COOLIDGE'S 
CAREER. 


By JonyN STEFLE, )

LUNDON, August 3. 

Cul¥in Coolidge, the new President of the 
United States of America, is the son of a 
farmer. His father’s father, and a lon line 
of ancestors before him, were farmers. Calvin 
Coolidge, himsélf, was brought up on the 
land. but the call of the open had no attrac- 
tion for him, and he early showed signs of 
breaking loose from his early unbringing, and 
expressed desire for the life of the cities, 
and its consequent public reward. 

A New Englander, he was born at Ply- 
mouth, Vermont, on July 3, 1872. Here he 
veceived. his early education, graduating at 
Amherst College, a famous American educa- 
tional centre, in 1 For two years he 
studied law with the firm of Hammond and 
Field, of Northampton, Massachussets, and 
tivo years later began to practice law in the 
same town. 

This was the beginning of a very successful 
legal career. He held many public appoint- 
ments of a legal character in Northampton, 
such as City Solicitor, Clerk of the Courts, 
and, in 1910, was elected to the Mayoralty 

this city.

international lawyers in America, carrying on 
a very large practice. . He enter tate 
politics in Massachussets, becoming succes- 
sively Lieutenant-Governor and Governor of 
the State, fulfilling the latter post for two

Calvin Coolidge first came into prominence 
in the early days of the great war, when he 
broke the police strike in Boston, after a 
magnificent fight, laying down the principle 
that no public servant had any right to strike. 
It was largely on the strength of this, together 
with his general record as Governor of 
Massachussets, that he was nominated for 
the Vice-Presidency of the United States a A 
the Republican Party, a nomination whic 
was also influenced by the fact that President 
Harding ‘was a Western man, and it was 
necessary to have a man from the East to 
round out the ticket. i 

Since his assumption of the Vice-Presi- 
dency very little has been heard of him, as 
the Vice-President has no function except to 
preside in the United States Senate, which is 
practically the same position as the Speaker- 
ship of the House of Lords in England would 


But Calvin Coolidge is a strong man, a man 
of very positive character, and strong execu- 
tive ability. He proved this by the marked 
ability he exhibited during his term as 
Governor of the State of Massachussets. One 
catinot tell if he will institute departures from 
President Harding’s policy. Anything might 
happen with such a man of strong character 
and strong convictions. 

In his position of Vice-President he was 
seldom called upon to express agreement or 
otherwise with President Harding’s policies, 
but he is known to have a wonderful know- 
ledge regarding international questions, and 
showed this in a marked degree during his 
Presidency of the Senate since his appoint- 
ment in March, 1921.

It is interesting bo point ont that in 
America there is no Cabinet Government guch 
as is known in England. The Administra- 
tive business of the nation is conducted by 
ten. chief officers, or heads of departments, 
who form what is called the Cabinet. They 
are chosen.-by the President, but must be 
confirmed by the Senate. 

Each of them presides over a separate de- 
partment, and acts under the immediate 
authority of the President, but the President 
is not bound in any way to take their advice. 
They are simply executive chiefs appointed 
by the President, and he can dispense with 
their services at any time. 

Of Calvin Coolidge’s future as President of 


the United States it is difficult to prophesy. 


It can be summed up in the words; “ Any- 
thing may happen.” oe 


THE LATE PRESIDENT. 


MR. HARDING'S ROMANTIC 
CAREER. 


By A Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 

President Warren Gamaliel Harding, the 
twenty-ninth President of the United States, 
was born in 1865 at Morrow County, Ohio. 
He was the son of a country doctor, now 80 
years of age. His was a romantic career— 
from printer's devil to President. At 14 
years of age he entered a five years’ course at 
Ohio Central College, earning ‘his fees by 
cutting corn, painting barns, grading railway 
road beds, and even playing in a village 
band. Then he began his journalistic career 
on the staff of the Mirror, a small daily, pub- 
lished at Marion. 

But the Mirror was Democratic, and 
young Harding was an ardent, Republican. So 
it is said he borrowed from the Mirror's pro- 
pnetor, and bought the Star, the only opposi- 
tion daily in the town, which he quickly 
turned from a failure into a success. 

Only a month ago the President disposed 
of his control over that same Marion Star, 
continuing to the end, however, in an 
editorial capacii\.

Mr. Harding’s political career began when 
he represented Marion in the Ohio Senate in 
1899. Later he became Lieutenant-Gorernor 
of the State, and in 1914 entered the Senate 
of the United States. He was the first Sena- 
tor to become President. It was in 1891 that 
he married Miss Florence Kling, the daughter 
of the wealthiest man in Marion. Mrs. 
Harding, ambitious for her husband, and 
very devoted to him, has supported and 
helped him all along. He always referred 
to her playfully as The Duchess.”’ 

Personally, President Harding was sincere, 
tolerant, good-natured, and just. One of the 
main . principles of his life was, put 
in a nutshell, when, upon his election 
to the Presidency, he told himself— 
“You are going to watch your atep, 
with the idea of keeping off other 
people s toes. You won't get big things done 
In this world without friends and well- 
wishers.”’ i

On a list of instructions which he handed 
to every reporter whom he appointed to the 
staff of the Star were the following :— 

“ Remember there are two sides to every 
question. Get them both.” Hy a 
_ “ Be decent, be fair, be generous. There 
is good in everybody. Bring out the good in 
everybody, and never needlessly hurt the feel- 
ings of anybody.”’ 

n his office there were three things he valued 
above all others. They were an engraving of 
Lincoln, a portrait of Roosevelt, and a much- 
worn Bible. 

He once declared that his favourite hobby 
was that of “helping fellows who are down 
and out.” 

At the time of his nomination for the 
Presidency in 1920, though he was known to 
the American public for no unusual bril- 
liancy or sensational achievement, his obvious 
honesty and sincerity, his strong desire for 
pene aor Se pre-war ante of things, his 
Opposition to entangling alliances, coupled 
with his anti-League of Nations policy, = 
sufficient to procure for him a larger majority 
than any President before him. At his death, 
his term of office is little more than half run, 
his task only half done, but his Presidency 
will be remembered in history for the lofty 
patriotism of the man, for financial and 
economic achievements at home, for his work 
towards the straightening ont of relation- 
ships abroad, and, above all, for his respon- 
sibility for the great Disarmament Conference 
at Washington, to which he called Great 
Britain, France, Italy, and Japan, and as a 
result 6f which a scheme of armament re- 
duction was agreed upon. 

He was a friend oí Britain, and a firm 
believer in the importance of Anglo-American 
friendship.

The Vice-President. 


Usually, the Vice-President is a good 
party man, not sufficiently distinguished 
to arouse any active animosities, whosa 
nomination is a reward for past services 
rather than a stepping-stone to higher 
things. Occasionally, as in the case of 
Theodore Roosevelt, the Vice-Presidency ig 
regarded as a shelf to which a “ dangerous ' 
rival may be safely consigned. It was 
only the accident of President McKinley's 
assassination that enabled Roosevelt ta 
enter upon the most remarkable Presi. 
dency of modern times. 

Mr. Calvin Coolidge—whose name n-f 
one Englishman in a thousand could hars 
told you a fortnight ago—is not a 
‘\dangerous’’ man like Roosevelt; but, 
on the other hand, is a good deal more 
distinguished than the average Vice. 
President. Born in 1872, he entered 
politics at an early age, and eventually 
rose to be ‘iovernor of Massachusetts, in 
which capacity he showed both ability and 
firmness in dealing with Labour questions. 
His experience in the Senate is said to 
have given him a considerable insight into 
international’ affairs. The world wil! 
wait with anxiety to see whether he will 
strengthen the somewhat colourless foreign 
policy of his predecessor, and restore the 
United States to a position more in accord- 
ance with their wealth and power.

He was taken to the 
North Infirmary, but on arrival was found to 
be dead, his skull beifig fractured. 

PLEASURE STEAMER MISERY. 

Shipping in Dublin port suffered no damage 
except that a small schooner’s bowsprit was 
broken. Vessels ran out extra mooring lines. 
" Empty packing cases and timber stacks were 
blown about, and yesterday the quays were 
littered with débris. 

Pleasure steamer passengers from Douglas 
to Dublin by the Peel Castle on Thursday 
night had a trying experience, A passenger 
said that fully 95 per cent. of the passengers 
were ill. 

A Fleetwood, Lancashire, message says that 
the Snaefell took six hours on the passage 
from Douglas to Fleetwood. The vessel ran 
into a south-westerly gale, and the passengers 
suffered severly. Several sustained minor in- 
juries caused by the lurching of the ship, 
and two persons were taken to hospital with 
badly bruised legs. The officers of the ship, 
it is added, showed excellent seamanship.

PARIS, Friday, 

‘The follawing is the text of the reply of 
the French Government to the British Go- 
vernment, which was presented to. the 
Foreign Office By the French Ambassador in 
London on July 30 :— 

You have been good enough on July 20th 
last to make known to us the views of the 
British Government upon the project of a 
common reply to be addressed to the German 
Note of June 7th, and you have set forth to 
us the considerations which have guided the 
British Government in the drafting of this 


reply. 

The French Government highly approves of 
the strong desire for an Entente which ani- 
mates the British Government; it is also con- 
vinced that it is urgently necessary to solve 
the question of Reparations, and it ardently 
desires to find that solution in agreement with 
the British Government. , 

Therefore, it thinks fit to set forth com- 
pletely, and without any detour, the reflections 
which have been inspired in it by the examina- 
tig, of the letter of Your Excellency of July 
20th. 


While being disposed to examine imme- 
diately with the British Government the Ger- 
man proposals of June 7th last, the French 
Government still thinks that these proposals 
do not in the slightest degree show the desire 
on the part of the German Government to 
submit to the execution of the Peace Treaty. 

NO EVACUATION. 

It recalls further that they do not contain 
an undertaking to put an end to the resistance 
by which the Reich, for six months, has been 
opposing its execution. On this subject the 
British Government considers that the replies 
which have been made by France upon thé 
form which the occupation of the Ruhr will 
take after the cessation of passive resist- 
ance have not completely raised the veil of 
uncertainty which still covers the situation to 
some extent. | 

The French Government has replied as well 
as possible to the various questions which 
were put to it on this subject by the British 
Government. If the latter has other questions 
to make, it is prepared to make further re- 
plies. But we are bound to recall at once the 
principle, which is known to the British 
Government since the commencement of our 
occupation—namely, that France and Belgium 
will only evacuate the Ruhr pari passu with 
the aim effected by the German Govern- 
ment. 

After four years of waiting, of attempts of 
all sorts, of ultimatums not followed by effects, 
of conferences proposed by the British Govern- 
ment of which the conclusions were not carried 
out, of successive moratoriums granted to 
Germany, the French and Belgian Govern- 
ments have arrived at the conclusion that only 
the procedure to which Germany resorted in 
1871 should henceforth be applied. 

We shall only abandon the pledge, which we 
hold progressively and pari passu, as we are 
paid. As for passive resistance—if Germany 
completely ceased it we should bring about in 
our occupation the modifications which we 
should judge to be compatible with the 
security of the troops and engineers, and with 
the preservation of the pledge in our hands. 
If we were to proceed othervine we should be 
repudiating ourselves the publi¢ declarations 
which we made in Brussels. 

RUHR POLICY DETAILED. 

We have too much confidence in the 
friendship of the British Government to sup- 
a that it would ever think of demanding 
rom us such a contradiction, which would be 
to our humiliation, and to the exultation of 
the spirit of revenge in Germany. 

The. British Government considers that the 
ocupation of the Ruhr has not produced the 
desired effect. We do not share this pes- 
simism. There should, of course, he no mis- 
understanding upon the aim which we 
pursue in the Ruhr. 

There is no question of seeking payment 
immediately of the total of reparations. 
We knew quite well that the exploitation of 
the Ruhr by the Allies would not produce 
by itself alone the necessary sums if the 
German Government, in conformity with the 
Peace Treaty, had allowed us to take the coal 
and collect taxes which we had decided to 
raise. 

What we aimed at in the first place, and 
above. all, was to create in Germany, by the 
taking of pledges and by coercion, the will to 
pay. It was to bring about such a hindrance 
in the economic and political organisation of 
the Reich that it would prefer to this hin- 
drance, the execution of the Treaty of Peace. 
It was to obtain, what we had nt obtained for 
four years—namely, the recognition by Ger- 
many of our obligations, not from the theo- 
retical point of view, but practically. “ 

The passive resistance which Germany op- 
poses to us in the Ruhr is only the develop- 
ment in an acute form of her resistance to the 
Treaty for four years. The Government of 
the Reich has continued exactly the policy 
which it has followed since 1920, and, 3f the 
fall of the mark has been hastened, this cur-

Thus, 
according to its very constitution, Re- 
paration Commission has constantly a watch- 
ful eye upon the financial and economic 
situation of Germany. It can, at any time, 
modify the form and methods of payment 
and grant postponements. There is no reason 
to deprive the Reparation Commission of its 


powers. ; 
- FRENCH WAR DEBT. 

As for fixing anew the total amount of the 
debt, it is an idea to which the French 
Government cannot subscribe. The same 
Article 234 says that no remission of debt 
can be made, except by unanimous consent, 
and France will never give her assent. to such 
a remission, except, as the French Govern- 
ment has already said, inasmuch as remission 
should be made to her of her own war 
debts. is; 

If moratoria are necessary, the Reparations 


done. ~But, in our opinion, it would be an 
act of the greatest imprudence to assess to- 
day, once and for all, the capacity of pay- 
ment of a country which has voluntarily 
ruined itself, and whose currency is no longer 
worth anything. 

We might wake up in ten years time to 
find Germany so prosperous and powerful, 
that we should bitterly repent—Great Britain, 
doubtless, as much as we—of having finally 
fixed the capacity of payment. of Germany at 
a time when she is demanding herself this 
assessment, because she feels that her capa- 
city is at the moment at its lowest point. 

It must not, however, be hoped that it 
will ever be possible to fix a figure which the 
German Government will recognise to be just 
and realisable; or, if it did recognise it to 
be such, nothing would prevent it from saying 
the contrary to-morrow. 

1871 RECALLED. 

The German Government sn. en the 
Peace Treaty and the procedure indicated in 
it. It accepted the schedule of payments of 
May 5th, 1921, and. moreover, when it was 
a question of 152 milliatds, nobody in the 
whole world considered that it was too high 
a figure. 

During the Peace Conferences, the American 
expert assessed the capacity of payment of 
Germany at 120 milliards of gold marks, 
and at that time the British Government fixed 
a figure which was much higher. 

It is indispensable to leave the Reparation 
Commission with all the latitude given it by 
the Peace Treaty. We cannot forget that in 
1871 nobody in the world troubled himself to 
find out whether France considered the Tréaty 
of Frankfort to be just and realisable. No- 
body then prevented Germany from occupying 
a considerable portion of French territory 
until payment in full had been made of the 
indemnity of. five milliards, demanded by a 
conquering country, which had not been In- 
vaded, which had sustained no damages, and 
was depriving the conquered of two provinces. 

The British Government proposes, in order 
to assess the capacity of payment of Ger- 
many, to ask the advice of impartial experts, 
of whom it fixes neither the number nor the 
nationality. The term “impartial experts ” 
is borrowed “by the British Government from 
the German Note itself, where it is accom- 
panied by the epithet—‘ international,” and 
where it is clearly opposed to the Reparation 
Commission. 

But the British Government only makes 
use of the term “ impartial,’” and it appears 
to desire to associate the experts with the 
Commission created by the Treaty. What 
in that case would he the relations between 
the experts and that Commission ; what would 
exactly be the character of that advice; how 
and by whom would the experts be selected? 
Would it be by the Governments or by the 
Reparations Commission? Would it be by 
the Allied and Associated Powers, or by 
neutrals? 

Before coming to a final opinion, we should 
be glad to obtain information on all these 
points. The British Government rightly 
remarks upon the advantage of the co- 
operation of an American expert. It is not 
the fault of the Allies if the American dele- 
gate to the Reparation Commission has not 
played the role expected of him, or if the 
United States have taken up an attitude of 
observation, instead of taking an active share 
in all the reparations questions. 


AMERICA’S SHARE. 

The Government of the Republic would, 
therefore, be very happy if the American 
delegate would take a greater share in the 
discussions of the Reparation Commission. 
But what other experts would be considered 
as ““importial,” who would proclaim their 
impartiality? If they’ were accepted by 
some, would not they be rejected by others? 

These are again questions upon which the 
French Government would like to be in- 
formed. 

Finally, we are obliged to recall that there 
has already been a conference of experts asked 
for by the British Government, and 
organised in conformity, © with its 
views. That was the Brussels Con- 
ference of December, 1920. It listened 
freely to the Germang; drew up its report 
and conclusions, and presented them to the 
Supreme Council of January, 1921. 

Mr. Lloyd George rejected these con- 
clusions, declaring that he would take no 
account of them. The procedure proposed 
is, therefore, far from reassuring. 

The two questions which the British Go- 
vernment would like to be settled at the 
same time are the cessation of passive re- 
sistance, concurrently with that of the occu- 
pation of the Ruhr. 

We*have already indicated how the French 
Government considers that question. There 
cut be no question of evacuation without 
guarantees, but only part passu with pay- 
ments. As for the reduction of the num- 
ber of troops, the modification of regula- 
tions and the reintegration of the expelled 
men, these are questions to be discussed, 
first of all, with’ the Commander-in-Chief re- 
sponsible for the possession of the -pledges 
and of the security of the troops. 

In the first place, it is not possible to draw 
up in detail the dispositions which will be 
taken, and which depend upon the attitude 
of the Reich and of the population. 

The British Government has summarised 
the objects which it pursued in six points. 
We summarise our observations as follows :— 

[Undertaking of the German Govern- 
ment to cease the policy of passive resist- 
arice. A fundamental question, which, in 
our eyes, dominates all others, and must, 
according to us, be settled first. 

2—No misunderstanding is possible as to 
the progressive evacuation of the Ruhr.

A. bomb exploded in the Irish War Trophies 
exhibits tent at the White City Carnival. 
Rathmines, Dublin, at about 9 o'clock last 
night. . Six persons were injured, three vf 
them seriously. : 

A crowd of several hundreds on the grounds 
at the time stampeded, and it was surprising 
that the casualties were limited to six. 

Of those injured, one—the most serious rase 
—was a woman and two were National 
soldiers. Th ename of one of the soldiers 
has not been ascertained. The others are :— 

Maud Broadbelt, aged 34, of 87 Lower 

Dorset street, Dublin—wounds in head. 

John Burgess, aged 5, of the same addréss

YOUTH HANDLES BOMB. 

There were a dozen or more persons viewing 
the war exhibits when a boy—said to be 
Dwyer—picked up one ef several bombs which 
lay among machine-guns, land mines, rifles, 
revolvers, bayonets, and other trophies. 

‘Soon afterwards there was a loud explosion,. 
and pieces of metal burst through the tent 
and scattered in all directions over the ground. 
From the tent came shouts of terror and the 
cries ‘of the wounded, Women outside 
screamed, some of them fainted, and all ran 
from the scene as if demented. 

With blood pouring from an ugly wound 
in his head Sergeant Dowling staggered out 
of the tent, crying out with pain. <A doctor 
who happened to be near by ran to his side, 
and getting hold of him as he collapsed, with 
assistance carried him into the ballroom. 

Members of the St. Patrick Ambulance 
Brigade, which has a gh a on the grounds, 
went to the assistance of the-others. They 
found one or two of them prone on the 
ground, groaning. Mrs. Broadbelt lay uncon- 
scious, her brains protruding’ from her head.

The death of the President of the United 
States has -reminded. the peoples of the 
British Empire, in thé shock. of the realisa- 
tion that yet another of the conspicuous 
figures of the world has passed suddenly 
into the unknown, of their deep and abid- 
ing sympathy with the American people. 
Mr. or had reached the summit of his 
career. e had occupied for over two 
troubled years the highest post. that the Re- 
public could bestow upon any of its citizens. 

President Harding was a happy man— 
happy in life, happy, we may believe, even 
in his death. He fived his life in a way that 
bore him almost imperceptibly, almost un- 
consciously, and without overweening pur- 
pose into a post of supreme responsibility and 
exceptional opportunity. He was not himself 
an exceptional President. His strength lay 
rather in the fact that he was an ordinary 
and typical American, and that his qualities 
of character were such that, whether he were 
journalist, Senator.or President of the United 
States, he never dreamed of distiniguishing his 
own personality from that of the great mass 
of his fellow-countrymen, or of breaking away 
into regions- oí thought or action that they 
could not understand. 

He was elected President at a moment of 
reaction, when the American people were 
weary of trying to understand or to solve 
the problems that seemed remote from their 
ordinary interests. He was a simple man 
from a little town in the Middle West, a man 
of no striking intellectual attainments, one 
who had fought his way to a competence 
from the backwoods, and who, in his own 
manner of life and speech, showed that. he 
instinctively understood and ‘obeyed the 
instincts and conventions of the average 
American citizen. 

Yet Mr. Harding as soon as he was elected 
President, in spite of his desire to be wholly 
normal, airhis that, after all, the world was, 
indeed, rapidly changing, and that his own 
country had little time to rest and take 
thought. It may be that his growing 
realisation of the intricate relations between 
the outside world and his own expanding, and 
still almost self-sufficing, country lent a touch 
of bewildering tragedy to the clesing years 
of his life. The Washington Conference 
afforded a certain relief. Here, at least, in a 
sphere the importance of which was com- 
prehensible to the narrowest American view, 
decisions of great moment were adopted, 
decisions that involved the United States in 
responsibilities to the outer world without en- 
gaging her directly in those fretful European 
controversies which had aroused so much re- 
pugnance in the American people. Mr. 
Harding identified himself whole-heartedly 


and normal American did throw himself with 
vigour and success into one great movement 
that expresed the uneasy and half-conscious 
instinct of his country, that it was destined to 
play a larger part in the affairs of the world 
than anything provided for in the letter of its 
Constitution or in the watchwords of its 
traditions. :

What other bá rom would give 
such great guarantees of impartiality, and 
why should the German Government accept 
its conclusions when it does not recognise 
thosa of the Reparations Commission? The 
French Government requires ta be en- 
lightened on-all these points. 

—~The British Government demands that 
an Inter-Allied discussion should take place 
to elaborate a complete plan for a final 
general financial. statement. Has not this 
settlement been ? Has not the Re- 
paration Commission itself all the powers to 
carry out this settlement, to lighten, extend 
or shorten its execution? Would it not be 
contrary to the Treaty to go back upon the 

rinciple of settlement and the fixing of the 
tal, In any case, we should like to. ktiow 
what the British Government means by a 
general and final settlement? Would the 
question of Inter-Allied debt be included? . 

—Finally, as regards the sixth it 
tLe French and isn Governments can 
repeat that they will only abandon the Ruhr 
against effective payments by German : and 
iu proportion to these. payments.

CHAIRMAN EXPLAINS THE 


POSITION. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 10 o'clock. 

President Cosgrave at once put before the 
House the situation that had arisen in cOn- 
nection with the Public Safety Bill. He ex- 
lained the necessity for rs in the 
Dail on Thursday night a No. 2 Bill, which 
now came before the Senate. He repeated 
that the Government was prepared to grant a 
general amnesty if they were assured that the 
offer would be accepted in good faith or had 
any hope that it would be received in the 
same spirit as that in which it was made. 
The citizens would, however, not be satisfied 
if the Government were to tamper or take any 
risks with the rights that had been 
secured for them after a long struggle, cou- 
siderable expense and loss, both in blood and 
treasure. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde, after sayingsthat they 
had heard a grave and explicit statement 
from the President, made a request to their 
Chairman to give the House the benefit of his 
advice. on the grave constitutional crisis that 
had arisen.. That he should do so was the 
feeling of the whole Senate. 


LORD GLENAVY. 

Lord Glenavy, having come down to the 
floor of the House, said that the Standing 
Orders gave him the right to address the 
House, subject to the condition that he vacated 
the chair. So far he had refrained from tak- 
ing advantage of that privilege conferred on 
him, not on his seeking, and he did so de- 
liberately, because he felt that it was im the 
interests of the Chair that its occupant should 
as little as possible be identified with current 
controversies and the politics of the day. 
(Hear, hear.) . 

He would not, have thought of intervening 
but for the request that had been made, but 
he would first make it clear that anything he. 
might say was only by way of suggestion, and 
not by way of dictation to the House. But 
jnasmuch as the House seemed to think that 
he might be in a fosition to explain clearly to 
them the constitutional position at which they 
had arrived, and possibly, from a length of 
experience, make suggestions to them, he had, 
without hesitation, acceded to their request. 

He was not in any way involved in the 
policy oí the Government; he was not a 
member of the Government, had no voice in 
their counsels, and had no responsibility what- 
ever for their policy. At. the same time, speak- 
ing with the utmost candour, he thought that 
it was greatly to be regretted that, owing to 
a certain want of foresight on the part of the 
Government, the House and the country found 
themselves faced with that grave constitu- 
tional] position. He did not wish to say any 
more in the way of criticism, because it was 
very easy to be wise after the event. One 
would, indeed, have very little cause of sur- 
prise, realising the tremendous amount of re- 
sponsibility and of work, the dangers and the 

ifficulties wihch beset their path during the 
_ six months, if the mistakes made by the 

vernment had been more numerous. (Hear, 


“ RATHER EVIDENT.” 


The position before the Government now 
was that they had carried a Public Safety 
Act in the interests, as they urged, of the 
safety of the general community. It was per- 
fectly obvious that every civilised community 
had to take the word of the Government of 
the day as to the internal conditions of the 
country and the dangers they involved for the 
pas safety. The House and the country 

ad to give them cred® for their intentions 
and to assume that in their joint wisdom they 
had arrived at a solution for the situation. 

They ed the Public Safety Bill, and it 
appearéd as if that were sufficient to deal with 
the situation. But, unfortunately, they over- 
looked what, in his Opinion, was rather 
evident, Section 47 of the Constitution, 
which prescribed that an interval of 
seven days should elapse before any Act 
of the Oireachtas came into force, the 
seven days having been plainly inserted to 
enable steps to be taken for a referendum, 
should the community: so desire. In order 
that that interval of seven days should not be 
allowed to interfere with the public safety 
in days of difficulty and of danger, the Con- 
stitution went on to say that the interval 
could be avoided by a resolution of the 
Oireachtas that the Act, in the interests of 
public safety, should come into operation at 
once. - Had such a resolution as that beeh 

d by the Oireachtas at the time when the 

ill was going through its final stages, the 
constitutional question would never have 
arisen. ' But, unfortunately that was over- 
looked by the Government and their legal 


advisers, 
SUPREME LAW. 


Naturally advantage was taken of this by 
those interested in obtaining the discharge 
of itical -prisoners, and application was 

e to the Courts for a writ of habeas 
corpus to obtain their release on the grounds 
that there was no Act of Parliament in 
existence which justified their detention once 
the Courts came to the conclusion that a state 
of war no longer existed. The only justifi- 
cation for the detention of any citizen with- 
out trial was the fact that a state of war 
was in existence. There wag an old Latin 
maxim to the effect that the public safety 
was the paramount and supreme law of the 
Jand, and all other considerations of 
law had to give way to it. But once the 
Courts decided that the state of war no 
longer existed, it became inevitable, if the 
powers - of- detention, even for- the shortest 
period, were to be-preserved that an Act. of 
the Oireachtas was necessary. ‘That Act. was 
the Public Safety Bill. . When the resolution 
to put the Act into operation at once had 
not been passed théy could no longer detain 
in custody any man: of woman who had not 
been put on trial. 

The Government had said, and it was for 
them to decide, that the existing position de- 
manded a nieastre of the’kind. If the House 
thought that it was essential for the public 
safety that the measure should come into 
opeartion at once, they could pass a bill to 
rectify the position. 


TREAD WARILY,

It had, 
he said, been stated that the times were 
abnormal outside, but the real fact was that, 
the only place in Ireland where abnormal con- 
ditions obtadmed was the Oireachtas, dus ta 
the extraordinary coniusion and lack of fore- 
sight which had characterised the actions of 
the Executive Council] during the past few 
weeks. He hoped that in the future the 
Oireachtas would suffer no such humiliatin 
exhibitions as those of the past week, gs 
for which there were uo extenuating cir- 
cumstances. - 

He asked the Government to utilise 

fortuitous occurrence to _ release 
their ordinary political prisoners. The 
political mentality of the Irish was such that 
those men and women would remain in jail 
until they rotted rather than give a simple 
undertaking to political opponents. The 
country was sick to death of violence, and not 
one hundred of the prisoners, if they were 
released, would again enter into hostilities. 
The whole moral of the country was against 
their so doing. A prominent Irregular leader 
had said that only one candidate would he 
put forward for each seat at the elections; but 
they saw in the Press every day that that was 
being departed from. It was quite evident 
that there had .eome a change of heart; 
recognition of the utter hopelessness of physi- 
cal violence had manifested itself, and the 
bitterness of heart and the passions that raged 
for so many months had softened down. He 
reminded the Government of the saying of 
Lincoln after the Civil War tn America—that 
the insurgents were to be treated as if the 
war had never occurred. 

Mr. O'Farrell also dealt with the economic 
effect of the detention of the prisoners, somf 
of whom, he said, had large families and help 
less dependents, with no iunds to help them, 


THE PRESIDENT. 


President Cosgrave reminded the House ths' 
the Government had for six months, by kiné¢ 
ness. and persuasion, tried to bring those oy 
posed to them back. Finally, finding them 
selves confronted with violence, the Gover 
ment had brought into play a little moq 
violence than the other side had contemplates 
The result was now a much healthier mentalit 
among the prisoners and their friends.

A CLEAN STATE. 


No one was more anxious than he was that 
the slate should be wiped clean. The Govern- 
ment ‘did not wish that there should be any 
persecution, but as a father correcting a child 
they wanted those people to feel that what 
had happened was something that could not 
happen again. From the information he pos- 
sessed he could not say that there was safety 
in releasing the prisoners. It was “no 
pleasure for the Government to take harsh 
measures against people they had been ao 
intimatély associated with, but they would do 
the same thing to-morrow, and more if neces- 
sary, to ensure the safety of the country. 
Nothing would please him more than to at 
once retire into’ private life if he were sure 
that he had contributed anything to the peace 
of Ireland for the years to come. 

Dr. Gogarty reminded Mr. O'Farrell that 
the result of Lincoln’s clemency was his as- 
sassination.

FINAL STAGE. 


CONGRATULATIONS ALL 
ROUND.  . 
Sir. Thomas Esmonde, speaking to the 


motion, ‘‘That the bill do now pass,” said 
that it remained only to congratulate them- 
selves on that day’s work. He hoped that it 
would be some time again before they were 
invited to deal with the Irish land question. 
(Laughter.) He would like to congratulate the 
Minister on the efficient way in which he had 
got his bill through. 

He was sure that the Minister would admit 
that the Senate had assisted him to the best 
of their ability. He hoped that the next busi- 
ness that the Minister would seriously con- 
sider would be the general question of Irish 
agriculture, which had always been the main 
stand by of the country and was capable of 
improvement. 

he Ear] of Mayo said that he thought that 
the Mi nister now had a bill on which he 
could go to the country and say, “ Here is a 
bill that will give you everything you hoped 
for.’ “I wish him every success,’ the 
Senator added, ‘‘ and that he may be returned 
solely on the bill.” 

Mr. T. W. Bennett said that the Senate had 

secured very valuable improvements and con- 
cessions during the debates on the bill, and it 
left the House better than it had entered it. 
With regard to Clause 24, the concessions ob- 
tained were most valuable to the country. 
The Senator concluded by paying’a tribute 
to the Minister’s ‘‘amazing knowledge” of 
his subject, and added that the great question 
now would be one of administration. 


REJECTION MOVED. 


STRANGE COALITIONS. 


“Sir John Keane said that he rose with 
regret, and not with pleasure, to move the 
rejection of the bill. He went on to refer 
to the coalitions that had been formed in 
both Houses while the bill had been under 
consideration. The fact that Farmers and 
Labour had been brought together in the Dail 
had, he said, exci comment, but equal 
comment was excited when Labour and land- 
lords were found in the same lobby in the 
Senate. His action in opposing the bill had 
been described as holding the possibility of 
wrecking the measure, and he was told that 
he was acting very unwisely, 

Sir John went on to say that he knew his 
motion would not be carried. He could not 
understand how, acting presumably on behalf 
of the proprietary classes, senators there 
were going to set their seal on a measure 
which contained such large powers of com- 
pulsory acquisition. 

He considered it unwise, to such an extent 
as had been done in that bill, to disregard 
the experience of other countries. If he knew 
of any country in the world where a far- 
reaching measure of that kind had been 
ape successfully, and where a large 
movement of the population, with a view to a 
redistribution of landed wealth, had been 
operated successfully, he should regard the 
present proppsals with Jess coticern. He 
would not suggest, because it would not be 
fair to the Minister, to say that he was 
solely _ responsible íor the - bill. In 
Mr. Hogan’s own interests, he would prefer 
not even to suggest that he was the prime 
mover in it. In any case, the Executive 
Council myst-share responsibility. They—and 
he fully appreciated that it was with the 
highest motives, according to their lights—set 
out to remove the blot of congestion, and they 
purported to do so by very drastic means, 


UNIVERSAL PROBLEM. 


In all countries, in different forms, poli- 
ticians were faced with the problems of the un- 
equal distribution,of Weglth,a problem which in 
Ireland took expression in the form of land. 
The large urban populations in other coun- 
tries, many of them in a state bordering on 
necessity, were analogous. None of those 
countries had vet discovered the Rosetta stone 
iy ch a solution could be reached. Yet here 
_ they were asked to believe that a Government 
i well-intentioned, indeed, but not possessed of 
great experience, had done so. He could not 
“sustain that belief, ~~ - 

The problem of-congestion was undoubtedly 

& prod ode, ‘but there were already ample 
powers to tackle it in a fairly satisfactory 
manner for many years to come, It was the 
greatest mistake to introduce such a far- 
reaching measure, that would have a most 
unsettling effect on the country, before 
voluntary methods had been exploited to the 
full. The machinery of the Act of 1909 
afforded certain, if limited, compulsory powers 
which had not been fully utilised. It was a 
matter of common knowledge that there was 
in the hands of the Congested Districts Board 
a large quantity of land awaiting settlement 
for a comsiderable time. He believed that if 
voluntary negotiation, with the powers of the 
1909 Act in the background, had been ex- 
pleted, the grave. danger that he apprehended 
rom the presen? measure would have been 
averted. 
It had been put to him that there was no 
greater revolution in the present bill than 
there was in the 1881 Act. His answer was 
that the two cases were distinct. In the 
881 Act the security of the tenant was con- 
asa bi onl present bill the security of 
nure of thes er was unsettled.

We take a man from one farm and put him on 
Another of equal value somewhere else; there 
is nothing disturbed ; that man's assets are as 
good as they were before.” That line of 
argument showed the Minister's complete mis- 
conception of the true meaning of the word 
security. Security was not a merely 
physical conception. It came from the Latin 
words sine cura, without care. Would anyone 
suggest that legislation which gave the power 
to take any land anywhere was going to leave 
the owners of land withou, re) 

aw oe má Mas = witout care of 
some kind, but anything that. tended to dee 
that and to confirm a person's anxieties might 
be described as insecurity. Insecurity could not 
be brou t down to a form of words; it was a 
sort of feeling of uneasiness that made a man 
loth to employ himself and his means to the 
best advantage, tended to make him keep his 
capital liquid. The national wealth was not 
money; it was land. Only land -worked 
to the best advantage was national wealth.

He realised 
that the bill left the Senate very much im- 
proved, especially in Section 24, on the pointe 
raised by Senators Jameson and Guinness. 
Ha thanked the House for the consideration 
shown to himself throughout the discussion. 
Mr. Guinness said that the Minister had 
taught him more about Land Bills than he 
had ever known before. He could not but 
admire Mr. Hogan’s great tact and courtesy 
and invariable good humour, in face of all the 
able criticisms to which he was subjected in 
the course of the debate

CIVIC GUARD. 

The Minister for Home Affairs moved the 
amendments passed by the Senate to the Civic 
Guard (Temporary Provisions) Bill. He said 
that they were. consequent on some amend- 
ments proposed in the Dail by Deputy 
O’Shannon, and included the change of the 
name of Civic Guard to Garda Siochana. 

The motion was agreed to and the bill was 


passed. 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The President moved in Committee the 
League of Nations (Guarantee) Bill. He said | 
that the: bill had been passed by the Senate 
and was now before the Dail. . It really carried 
into effect the purpose of the resolution passed 
by the Dail in September last: 

Mr; Figgis (County » Dublin) asked . for 
further AN. mi cor respecting the bill. He ! 
said that the first section provided that it 
should’ be lawfúl for the Executive Council, 
either as a condition precedent to the admis- 
sion of ,Saorstat ireann ,to. the, League of 
Nations or at any time.after such admission to 
give to thé League in the name and on behalf 
of ‘Saorstat Eireann such gnarantees as should 
be accepted by the League of the sincere, 1n- 
tention of Saorstat Eireann to observe its 
international obligations. There was a certain 

ocedure in connection. with the League of 
Nations which might be a little disquieting. 

If certain obligations required of the 
Saorstat were left to the Executive Council to 
decide, and if during the years that followed 
Ireland was called upon urider international 
obligations to furnish an army for a bh far 
remote from Ireland, and not affecting Ire- 
land, in matters of the kind the Oireachtas 4s 
a whole should have a voice in its decisions. 
Such matters should not be left entirely to 
the Executive Council. It might happen that 
the League would require the Executive Coun- 
cil to take its decision in too great haste to 
consult the Oireachtas, and he thought that it 
would be wise if the President could give them 
some safeguard in matters of the kind 

The President said that he thought it would 
be conceded that in a matter of this kind they 
were not claiming any more than any other 
nation, and it was open to question that there 
was a ibility of such large questions being 
decided without being submitted to their re- 
spective Parliaments by the respective repre- 
sentatives of those Parliaments in such a body 
as the League of Nations. 

Would it be possible for the League to come 
to an arrangement if the representatives had 
to submit every decision to their respective 
Parliaments* The procedure in such bodies 
was to submit a proposal, discuss it, come to a 
decision, which was then submitted for ratifi- 
cation by the various countries. There were 
sufficient safeguards to protect the respective 
countries in the membership of the League of 
Nations. 

The Committee stage was passed.

LICENSING BILL. 


Mr. O'Higgins, in moving the second read- 
ing of the Intoxicating Liquor Bill, stated 
that. it did not purport to be anything like an 
exhaustive treatment of the problem that had 
arisen with regard to the liquor traffic. He 
had recognised that there were too many of 
that particular trade in the country, and such 
abuses as existed arose in the past, and were 
due largely to the fact that there was scarcely 
ry MN legitimate trade to go round. © The 
problem would never be adequately dealt with 
until some provision was made to reduce the 
number of licences in the country. That in- 
volved some scheme which would be another 
day’s work. 

he present bill in its twelye .sections 
merely aimed at checking certain existin 
abuses and anomalies. He had not attempted 
to deal with abuses on the assumption that. 
they would continue to exist and that the only 
cure was compléte abolition. He had gfot 
touched the bona fide traveller. Yt remained 
to be seen whether such abuses were incapable 
of being dealt with by the new police force 
when it grew to its normal efficiency and 
strength. 
. The members of the trade must realise that 
if that abuse continued it would have to be 
dealt with by way of extending the distance 
or abolition of the privilege. If that were 
done the bona fide traveller would be himself 
responsible. 

The proposal was to open the houses from 
9 am. to 9.530 p.m. on week-days. The 
regulations with regard to Sundays, Good 
Friday, and Christmas Day remained, Pro- 
visions were also made regulating the sale of 
liquor in theatres, clubs, and other places of 
entertainment. 


CLUBS. 


Mr. 0 seins, referring to Part 2, which 
deals with clubs, said that the effect was 
to bring club hours into uniformity with those 
of licensed establishments, except for people 
genuinely lodging on the premises, who 
would be on the same footing as residents in 
hotels. It would not apply to existing certifi- 
cates, but to applications for renewals, He 
asked those who criticised the section was it 
a proper and healthy thing that all-night 
drink shops should spring up all over the 
country under the guise of clubs. That was 
the tendency, and a good proportion of the 
night crimes that had and were being com- 
mitted throughout the country were attribut- 
able to night drinking in such clubs. 

They had men going out in the small hours 
of the morning, not in a responsible frame of 
mind, and with their grievances looming big, 
and they went to wreak vengeance on their 
neighbours. It would be a sound and healthy 
thing to make club hours the same as those 
for licensed houses. 

Section 5 would be futile and inoperative 
without Section 6, which empowered the police 
to search clubs. As ne ere penalties, there 
was a case for doubling fines, because the 
maxima were fixed, some under Acts made in 
1800 and some in 1900, when the purchasing 
power of money was very different from what 
it was to-day. 

_ The bill provided that the granting of new 
licences would only be operative where there 
was a 25 per cent. increase in population. 

The provisions restricting and regulating 
the sale of methylated spirits were not 
adequate for full treatment of this trade, but 
they would go some way to checking the evil. 


POTEEN. 


The last section of the bill simply closed 
certain loopholes which existed in regard to 
peile, The Minister said that he 

oped that the bill would be substantially 
approved, and that if there were objections 
taken to any portion he was prepared to 
reason them out. He hoped that none of the 
provisions would be objected to without an 
excellent case being put up against it. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald seconded.

There was necessity for some 
such bill. But it would be a dereliction of duty 
to the bill without examination and 
without the people interested having had some 
opportunity of considering it.

1 made no distinction between city, 
town, and country, It allowed a 
man who owned a theatre and a public-house 
to keep open his public-house. e did not 
suppose that that was the intention, but it 
showed the necessity for examining the bill 
closely. 

He objected to the wide sweep of the bill, 
which brought into its operation all sections 
of the community concerned with the traffic in 
intoxicating liquor. There was something to 
be said for the intention of Section 1, which 
limited the hours of sale, because, as a matter 
of fact, to a very great extent, the hours had 
been voluntarily limited in the way the bill 
sought to legalise them.

WAGE “ OUTS” IN SEVERAL 


TRADES. 


Dublin chemical workers, to the number of 
about 250, who are members of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, did not turn in to work yes- 
terday. Among the firms affected are W. and 
H. M. Goulding, Ltd.; Paul and Vincent, 
Ltd.; and Mooney, Morgan, and Co., Ltd.

In answer to Mr. George O’Brien, Professo: 
Boyle said that practical experience in farm 
ing should precede the academic course in the 
case of any student aiming at a degree in 
agriculture. It was most desirable that an 
experimental research farm should be estab 
lished, to be maintained as a State institu- 
tion. Such a research farm could be financed 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

Witness outlined a scheme for rural dis- 
tricts, under which boys from 14 to 18 vea 
of age could get daily instruction in agricu! 
reat subjects. Efficient instructors would he 
needed, as well as suifable buildings. The 
present school buildings *he did not consider 
suitable for the purpose of the agricultural! 
training he had in mind. As to secondary 
schools, he had always maintained that agri 
culture should be made a part of the 
curriculum at such schools. He knew -manvy 
farmers who regretted that they had not 
been taught something of agriculture in the 
secondary schools.

These animals are not a distinct species, 
but are simply the albinoes of the ordinary 
Asiatic elephant. In nearly every case they 
are marked with dark patches, and when 
these patches are large and numerous, a 
ourt of experts is called to decide whether 
the elephant is “ white” or “ black. 

It is quite a “‘ticklish”’ business, and 
learned Buddhists have drawn up a long and 
elaborate series of tests, which every aspirant 
to the title must pass. Volumes have been 
writen on the subject, but two tests are re- 
garded as specially important. 

1) The elephant must have five toe-nails on 
each hind foot, instead of the usual four. 

(2) The most important is the “ water 
test.” In this, water is poured over the 
elephant, and if his skin gleams with a 
reddish copper hue, he is “white ; if it 
takes a dark, somb-e tint, he is “ black. 

Should an elephant pass every test, but 
fail tu pass the water t-:t, it is in every, sense 
a ‘wash out.” Better an unquestionably 
black elephant than a rejected “ white, for 
the latter is a ‘‘ fallen Lucifer”’—a “' white, 
hut tainted by sins committed in a previous 
incarnation.

A Popular Movement. 


As a result of extraordinarily active pro- 
paganda by the Russian Soviet Government, 
considerable sums have been subscribed by 
all classes of the population in the large 
Federal Republic in order to found what 
are known as Joint Stock Companies of the 
The companies are 
naturally controlled by the Government, and 
it is significant that the head of the All- 
Ukrairilan Air Traffic Company is the Peopie’s 
Commissary for the Ukrainian Army. Despite 
the fact that force has possibly been exerted, 
it cannot be denied that the Bolshevik leaders 
have succeeded in obtaining the support of 
the communist masses of the Russian nation 
for the air cause, and in awakening in them 
an exemplary readiness to make financial 
sacrifices for the expansion of the Red Air 
Fleet. For example, the collection made by 
the “‘Isvestia,” the great Moscow newspaper, 
gave a total of 800,000 million paper roubles, 
the personnel cf a large Odessa factory 
unanimously joined the company for’ the 
Voluntary Air Fleet, and at Easter a seven- 
days’ week of help was held in aid of the 
All-Ukrainian Air Traffic. The metal workers 
of Yelisavetgrad worked a whole Sunday for 
the benefit of the Air Fleet; the railwaymen 
of the Ukrainian district have presented a 
eum for the construction of a special aircrait, 
which is to bear the names of the contributing 
union, and innumerable similar cases coul 
be quoted. The special task of the Volunteer 
Air Fleet is to imspire the great mass of 
Russian peasant lads with an enthusiasm ‘or 
flying, and to afford them the opportunity of 
making flights. The Bolshevik leaders ex- 
press the opirion that the Russian Com- 
munist will develop into a “revolutionary 
airman.” whose achievetionte will one day 
astonish the world. 


Red Air Fleet in Being. 


The paper establishment of the Red Air 
Fleet—the Russian equivalent to our R.A.F.- 
together with its various heses, was reported 
at the beginning of this year to be as follows— 

Moscow—3 observation squadrons, 9 borcb- 
ing squadrons, 1 air park. 

Somolensk—4 observation squadrons, 1 air 
park. 

Podosinsk — 4 observation 
1 bombing squadron, 1 air park. 

Petersburg—4 seaplane squadrons, 2 bomb- 
ing squadrons, 1 air park. 

Sebastopol—5 observation 
bombing squadrons, 1 artillery

SOME IRISH ARTISTS. 


XIX.—Mr. W. B. Yeats. 


It is fairly generally recognised now . by 
those who are lovers of poetry, and, indeed, 
by nearly all who are able to distinguish good 
verse from bad, that Mr. W. B. Yeats is the 
greatest living poet writing in the English 
language. Some of his lyric poems are quite 
without rival; they stand out by themselves 
in their charm and beauty. In. his earlier 
years Mr. Yeats wrote mostly. lyric poetry, 
but more recently he has written a consider- 
able amount of mystic verse as well; some 
of these are a little difficult for the ordinary 
layman to understand, but they have -the 
same grace and ease which marks all his 
work. That his poetry 
is appreciated by the 
public is evident 
from the fact that 
there is scarcelye a 
bockshelf which does 
iot contain two or 
three of his volumes, 
and also by the fact 
that there is carcely 
a drawingroom with- 
out a framed copy of 
one or other of his 
poems. ‘These latter 
have been beautifully 
designed and _  pub- 
lished at the Cuala 
Press, which is 
managed by the 
Misses Yeats. Mr, 

Yeats has always 
taken the deepest in- 
terest in the theatre ; 
he is, with “Lady 
Gregory, a director 
ofthe Abbey Theatre, 
and has been, indeed, 
since the Abbey's in- 
ception. He has 
written half a dozen 
or so plays which have 
been produced at that 
teatre. Most of ~ ° 
them have been verse plays, but there 
is, of course, an exception in ‘‘ Kath- 
leer ni Houlihan,’’ a wonderful play of 
the rarest beauty. ‘‘ Kathleen ni Houli- 
han’’ had its origin in a dream, a dream of 
an Ireland come into her rightful glory.

NOVEL READING.

F we accept Pope’s dictum that the proper 
| study of mankind is man, the age-old 
problem of education becomes much 
simplified, for it reduces our curriculum to 
one subject—Human Nature. And, on the 
whole, it would seem to be our most profit- 
able study, seeing that a true understanding 
of our fellows is essential Yo fappiness what- 
ever our position in life may be. Further- 
more, books and book-learning may be neces- 
sary to win these positions, but our ultimate 
success in life, both materially and morally, 
will depend in large measure on the extent of 
our knowledge of human character. 

To mingle freely with our fellows and ob- 
serve their ways and peciliarities is one 
way of acquiring this knowledge. But it is 
knowledge of a very superficial kind, even 


predilection. For few people wear their 
hearts on their sleeves, and our tougues were 
given us that we might conceal.our thoughts, 
as the French cynic puts it. A better way 
would be to turn to the pages of the novel- 
ists whose business it is to portray human 
uature as it is 

Of course, many hard things have been said 
of the practice of novel+reading. Some will 
have it that it is an idle dissipation; others 
that it is sheer waste of time which ought to 
be devoted to the perusal of more “serious ”” 
works, whilst others still regard it as a 
pernicious habit, morally and intellectually 
dangerous. 

But there are many kinds of novels. There 
are those which pander to the baseness in 
man; there are others which aim no higher 
than to pass an idle hour in the home or in 
the train. With these we have no concern. 
The characters in such books are mere 
puppets of the author, very remotely related 
to human beings. : 

But, then, we have the novels which are 
slces of real life, written by masters whose 

hole lives have ben spent in 
ithe study of the human . heart 
and mind, such as Fielding. Thackeray, 
Dickens, Hardy, Meredith, Balzac, Tur- 
geniev, and the rest. The characters. in the 
novels of these writers act and talk like 
human beings, many of them, indeed, having 
been drawn from real life. Aided by the 
novelist’s art, we watch them as they are 
faced with the troubles or crises of their 
lives and observe how they act or speak under 
the stress of great emotion. Their thoughts 
and feelings, the very secrets of their hearts 
are laid bare for us, and we are sympathetic 
or glad at their failure or success in their 
struggles. , 

It follows, therefore, that if we read these 
masterpieces of fiction with proper under- 
standing. ovr knowledge of the human heart 
and mind will be considerably increased. We 
will learn of the good that is in man as well 
as the bad, and of his reactions to the slings 
and arrows of outrageous fortune, as well to 
her occasional generous gifts. We will come 
to understand his weaknesses and his foibles, 
and to appreciate in their true perspective his 
thought« and his deeds. When we realise 
that half the troubles of the world arise from 
misunderstandings, which, with a little know- 
ledge, would be avoidable, no pains ought to 
‘be spared to come by that knowledge. 
Tout comprendre, tout pardonner. And one 
way of attaining to a sound understanding 


of our fellow-men is to read with “care the

I have now seen a person bearing that 
knightly title. Some years ago, towarde the 
end of the war, landing one night at 
Bolougne, I heard an urgent message being 
passed through the crowd pressing towards 
the gangway, for the King’s Messenger to 
come off first, In the cautious war-time al- 
lowance of light I saw and felt something 
clumsy stumbling p t me and standing on 
all my feet. The K.M. getting a hustle on! 
I had recently come through much tribulation 
in the way of two sea trips, threatened by 
sea-sickness and submarines, and, worse still, 
much heckling at our London headquarters, 
but it had all failed to damp my spirits, as 
the sight of that hopelessly commonplace 
young man did, I suppose I cannot really 
have expected to see the outward trappings of 
my youthful vision, but surely he need not 
have had such a wantonly ordinary face and 
voice. 

Lapis lazuli was another of my dreams, a 
vague and indeterminate one. I failed alto- 
gether to picture to myself anything to ac- 
count for the way the word tickled my 
imagination. And then I saw a lapis 
lazuli chain. I had seen trinkets of 
the same stuff before without knowing 
what it was, had admired them, but they 
left me cold. Quite pretty, of course, charm- 
ing. I hope I shall never have to live in the 
game house with a lapis lazuli ornament, the 
sound of the name hurts me, like remembering 
the treachery of a long-loved friend. 

This word. craze is not confined really to 
childhood either. - Quite lately in a printing 
office, with whose inner workings I am 
getting slightly acquainted, I heard the phrase 
“father of the chapel.” It was, as the 
American’ say, “a new one on me,” and I 
brooded over it, and came to the conclusion 
that there. were certain obstreperous young 
men in the establishment who could only be 
handled successfully with a little assistance 
from their spiritual directors. 

A didactic person now informs me the 
“father of the chapel ” is a sort of referee in 
the printing room, a very modern and secular 
individual, althongh the name is really a sur- 
vival of the days when printing was a craft 
confined to religious institutions, which usually 
ha? a chapel attached, where one of the 
monks took charge, and was referred to al- 
ways as the ‘‘father of the chapel.’’ 

Considering the early associations of the art 
of printing, it seems a pity we should not 
have preserved some. of the air of holy calm 
that must have surrounded ft in those d&ys, 
instead of clinging to obviously unsuitable 
fhraseology.

‘‘Lumpy,” replied the daughter, gazing 
out, ‘‘ It’s all in lumps.” 

I was glad that my journey did not end in 
St. Malo, but that 1 was going to a part of 
France that still belonged to the French, 

After the long, dusty road that leads from 
the station to the town it was pleasant to go 
through the archway of the great wall that 
surrounds St. Malo, and find a cool square on 
its far side. 

Both on the Northern coast and here in the 
West a special kind of very good lobster is 
to be found. It is much larger than the Irish 
idbster—its flesh being more delicate in fibre, 
the white part being whiter, the pink part 
pinker, The best part, if not the main part, 
of our luncheon consisted of this. 

In the afternoon in the train a man who 
came from Finisterre, and who was connected 
with some part of the lobster and sardine 
trade, told me that lobsters were exceptionally 
dear this year, being fifteen francs a kilo. 

After the train passed the town of Rennes, 
in Britanny, we began speaking. He showed 
me another carriage further down, which ke 
said was much more comfortable than the one 
we were in. I could see no difference between 
them. Previously the trainyhad been very 
full. The men had left the carriages and 
taken up a place near the window of the 
corridor, where they began talking politics, 
I searched in their conversation—which was 
intended, judging by pitch, tone and 
volume, for the whole world—for a trace of 
antagonism to France, for an emphasis of 
themselves as Bretons apart from the French. 
But I could find none. Although I had read 
and heard that they considered themselves 
hostile to the French, and distinct from them, 
I could not reconcile these qualities with the 
men speaking politics, They spoke of the 
Ruhr, and they spoke of it as Frenchmen, 
even to the bitter core; for the French as 
enemies are bitter enough, narrow enough, 
znd they make small allowance even for the 
individual enemy. Eventually the conversa- 
tion was broken up by a gentleman who had 
been silent for a mile, but who had dominated 
it at one stage. “I assure you, he said, 
“that I—yes, I myself—would rather form 
an alliance with the Germans—ves, with the 
Boches—than with the English.”’

The conversation was doomed in any case, 
for there was shunting and stopping; other 
railroads became visible, and we got into 
Rennes. They all collected their parcels and 
packages and left in the same easy way 4s 
they had met—all except the man from 
F inisterre. 

Then the train passed streams that flowed 
between evenly-cut banks of earth; water- 
lilies in bud and blossom floated on their sur- 
faces, and fishermen sat on the banks. We 
came to wide, hedgeless expanses cut up by 
clover, vine, and maize, or cornfields with 
apple trees in their midst. Where the land 
was very flat trees with straight, thin trunks, 
a species of poplar, appeared high over the 
others. Their untidy heads resembled a 
bunch of green flowers stuck at the top of a 
pole. In the gaps they peered out, one sur- 
mounting another, and suddenly yet another 
further away—almost like - heads or faces. 
‘There was something surprising and sinister 
about them. 

Soon the train wheels made a more hollow 
noise—they rolled over the bridge that spans 
the Loire. We entered Nantes.

Franckfort would 
suggest the arid wastes of Brandenburg rather 
than the íertile plains of South Offaly. A 
dispassionate student of place names would 
assign Gurrawirra to the banks of the Mur- 
rumbidge. Guernal and Aghancon (with a 
cedilla) would suggest vines rather than the 
actual fact of British Queens, Duke of York, 
and turf. Temora might be in the ambit of 
Capri. Russellspenn could be in Thomas 
Hardy’s Wessex. Nahana could go into Long- 
fellow’s Hiawatha. Talk about “ the dusky 
brides of Cuba,’’ and you are not quoting 
Kipling’s metaphor for cigars, but you are 
dangerously near Banagher.
